Visualizing Electromagnetic Waves by Walter Clark 

This talk starts with a conundrum; a dilemma in electromagnetics which you have 
probably never been introduced to before. He then attacks other notions of radio waves 
which may be familiar to you. He will show two better ways to think about radio waves 
with apparatus that have blinking lights and science-fictiony sounds. 


Walter describes himself as one who has confused hobby and work since his summer 
jobs at TRW back in the late 60s. His first job was building YAG lasers while at home 
he was building gas lasers. Later he built optical systems at work and telescopes at 
home. He still prefers the workbench to desk work and finds 
enjoyment creating table top demonstrations that illustrate the- 
ory (especially demonstrations of physical optics using micro- 
waves).

LET’S GET SCHROEDER CONTEST 


At the May board meeting the board decided to create a club award that would encourage DXing among the 
club members. As you all Know we have one member who is a little over the top when it comes to chasing 
DX and contesting. Even for our standards John, N6QQ, stands out as a DXer who goes to the extreme to 
make a vast number of QSOs and collect as many entities in a single year. 


You may think our comments are untoward and rude however John himself chose the name of the contest 
and outlined the criteria. He has basically thrown down the gauntlet. He has placed his massive record on 
his shoulder and dares someone to knock it off. This must be compelling to one if not several of our club 
members. So without further adieu here are the contest rules. 


Objective: Work as many entities in an 11 month period. 
(December is left open to tally the results and hand out the awards). 


Contest Period: Jan. 1°'— Nov. 30" each year. 
Bands: Every band permitted by the operator’s license class from 160m — 6m. 
Modes: Every mode permitted by the operator’s license class and in the FCC assigned band segments. 


Reporting: Only SCDXC Full and Associate members may participate in this contest. (Associate Members 
may well become Full Members by the end of the contest.) Use of the ClubLog site is preferred. In lieu of this 
contestants can send their country list to the newsletter editor every month. The editor will post the monthly 
results in a new contest column in the newsletter. 


Winners: 
Everyone who works at least Mixed DXCC will receive a certificate. 


The top ten will receive special recognition at the Holiday Party and participate in the special contest de- 
scribed below. 


The winner will be given a plaque handcrafted by John. If the contestant manages to defeat the incumbent 
Mr. Schroeder then the following special contest will ensue. You can only win once in a 5 year period but 
compete anyway! 


Special Contest: 
At the following summer bash John or his designated proxy will be placed in a dunk tank. The top ten con- 
tenders will be given 5 balls. The contender that scores the highest dunk percentage will win a special prize. 


Disqualification: 
Any participant who takes this contest too seriously will be summarily disqualified. No biting, no kicking, no 
gouging, just a good clean fight.

PROPNET 


Automated Packet Propagation Analysis 


One of our club members, Dave. KF6XA, has started an ambitious project. If you are familiar with 
PSK31 then you know that almost any time of the day those little sub-bands are buzzing with activ- 
ity. Even when the bands are dead you will see several signals there. In fact it seems there is more 
activity in those few kilohertz than in all the others combined. Dave is using the automated features 
of this mode of digital communication to extract the stations call signs and deduce who is talking to 
whom. This information is displayed on his website. It is like the reverse beacon networks. No one 
has to send an announcement. Several stations are monitoring the PSK segments and when they 
detect a station it is logged. If the station is in QSO with another station both stations are logged as 
well as the path or circuit. 


As you know PSK is more robust than even CW so many stations are active and making DX QSOs 
with meager stations. In fact the mode is usually limited to around 50 watts so not to affect adjacent 
QSOs (note to QQ). This whole data collection and analysis system is automated and will yield 
some very interesting results. Perhaps soon we will have a presentation from Dave describing the 
system and the results. 


Here is an excerpt from the email that he sends out when your call is detected by the network: 
PropNET is a system for analyzing and recording HF and VHF circuit quality. 


It uses a distributed network of PSK31 stations automatically transmitting and receiving messages 
and reporting them to a central database, where real-time displays and statistical analyses are gen- 
erated. We're interested in real-time propagation detection and long-term analysis of circuit usability, 
and other interesting uses that the combination of radio and computers can facilitate.

The driving directions to WEMS, Inc are as follows:
